Drys" Make 21 Challenges During 


The Forenoon— Women Play 


Prominent Part. 


At one o'clock today three-fourths 
of the polled vote had been cast in 
the local option election. 
The poll 
books showed a total possible vote 
of 1652 in the six precincts, and near 
one o’clock 1266 votes had been cast. 
I’liis left 386 votes out. 
Up until one 
o’clock 
twenty-one 
challenges had been made 
by 
the 
“drys” in ail precincts. 
No challen­ 
ges by the “wets’* were reported. Of 
the twenty-one, eleven were success­ 
ful and the challenged voters turned 
away without 
voting. 
The 
others 
were either sworn in by a freeholder 
or themselves. 
The weather was a very disagree­ 
able. 
The day dawned cloudy and 
damp, and before ten o’clock a slight 
mist was in the air. 
By noon rain 
was falling. 
The “dry»” contended 
the weather portended 
victory 
for 
them, and the “wets” made the same 
content ion. 
There were very few people who 
would risk any prophesies. Tlie par­ 
tisans, of course, were claiming v ic­ 
tory, but the claims were 
all 
dis­ 
creet* 
Some persons asserted 
the 
vote would result in a “dry” victory 
by a majoiity of 250. Other estima­ 
ted that it would be close “dry * vic­ 
tory. 
There were many voters who 
believed the prospects of the “wets 
were better than they were a 
week 
ago. 
The women played an 
important 
part in today’s election, more promi­ 
nent than in any previous temper­ 
ance vote. There were at least a do­ 
zen women at each one of the vot­ 
ing places, and in some instances 
there were as many as thirty. 
They 
served hot coffee and sandwiches to 
all men ;it the voting places free of 
charge. 
Where no shelter was convenient, 
many women exposed themselves to 
tlie severe weather. 
At one polling 
place a tent, was erected to keep out 
the wind and rain, and at another a 
little shack was built out of lumber. 
The 
women worked 
viligently 
“electioneering” 
for 
“dry” 
votes. 
There w ere many ea ses where a crowd 
of women besieged a voter and made 
a stirring appeal for him 
to 
vote 
**ves.” 
They were out bright and 
early with the opening of the polls, 
and vowed f<> remain until the polls 
were closed. 
A large crowd attended the a 11 - 
day prayer meeting at 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church. 
Mrs. A. W. 
.Tamieson presided and women were 
in the 
church 
continuously 
from 
early in the morning, and expected to 
remain until the polls closed. 
The 
Rushville Christian Association 
had 
charge of the services during 
the 
noon hour. 
At one o’clock there were 192 votes 
cast out of a possible 230 in precinct 
1. w ith voting booth at the old Cath­ 
olic church. 
The “drys” challenged 
six. 
One of thes swore himself in, 
three did not vote and two challenges 
were withdrawn. 
Tn precinct 2, with a voting place 
;tf the court house assembly 
room, 
142 out of a possible 210 shortly af­ 
ter dinner. No challenges were made 
by either side up to this time. 
There were 181 out of 238, which 
had been polled, cast at the back of 
the Windsor hotel, which is precinct 
3. 
The “drvs” challenged three vo-

cent, of the total taxable property in 
the township. 
An emergency Clause 
is attached to the bill. 
The Governor also has signed the 
Vo I is house hill, legalizing the issues; 
of highway bonds, issued by count\ 
commissioners or ordered sold 
bv 
county councils, when the purchase 
price Ija- been paid and received in 
good faith. 
The Governor has also signed the 
Curtis bill for uniform high school 
text books. 
It provides that text 
books in high schools shall be select­ 
ed for five-year periods, 'the -tate 1 
board of education i- to sit as a com­ 
mission to select the books. 
The uniform text book idea in high 
schools, so far as it applies to Indi­ 
ana, was advanced by Charles A. J 
Greathouse, state siq>eriutemlent of ■ 
public instruction, and was endorsed j 
by various educational intere-t- of j 
the state. 
The bill gives the state! 
board power 
to select single 
text 
hooks in the following subjects: Al­ 
gebra. geometry, commercial arith­ 
metic, history -United States, anci­ 
ent, mediaeval and modern, civil gov­ 
ernment, 
physical geography, com­ 
mercial geography, history of English 
literture, history of American litera­ 
ture. English composition and rheto­ 
ric, Latin, 
beginning Latin, Latin 
grammar, prose composition. Caesar, 
Cicero, Virgil, German grammar. 
The bill also gives the board power 
to select four elective text books in 
each of the following subjects: Bot­ 
any, zoology, physics, chemistry, ag- 
rietural 
botany. 
Power 
is 
also 
given the board to select single or 
elective text books in any additional 
subjects, whenever any high school 
curriculum shall include such a sub­ 
ject and the state board believe* its 
use should become state-wide. 
The provisions of the old text book 
law of 1889, which provides similar 
powers for the state board in regard 
to common school text books are 
made to apply in the new act wrere- 
ever possible. In that law is a pro­ 
vision that specifies that school book 
companies shall bid on books select­ 
ed on a basis of furnishing them to 
the schools of the state for a period 
of five years. In case the state board 
is satisfied to continue the use of 
books longer than five years it may 
do so. 
The governor has also signed the 
Van Auken bill, increasing the pay of 
netit and grand jurors from $2 a dav 
to $2.50 a day, with 5 cents a mile 
for eaeli mile necessarily traveled in 
attending the jury sessions.

W ash ington, March 4.—Th e ceremo­ 
nies incident to th e inauguration of 
th e first Democratic president in six­ 
teen y ears h as proved a magnet to 
draw sigh tseers from every part of th e 
country , and never h as th e national 
capital been so crowded as today . 
Of course only a portion of th e vast 
th rong was able to witness th e actual 
scene wh en Woodrow Wilson took th e 
oath of office, adm inistered to h im by 
Ch ief Justice W h ite in th e great ¡>or- 
tico of th e capitol, or wh en Th omas 
Riley Marsh all was sworn in as vice 
president in th e m idst of a distinguish ­ 
ed company assembled in th e senate 
ch amber, but th ere were enough side 
features to keep all interested and th e 
restless th rong was kept bus\ 
Th e quadrennial parade th is after­ 
noon, following th e inauguration was 
th e great feature, of course, and th e 
line of m arch was such th at all could 
witness th is, th e crowning spectacu­ 
lar feature of th e day . 
President Wil­ 
son reviewed th is parade from a glass 
enclosure in front of th e Wh ite House, 
Contrary to all inaugural precedent, 
th e crowd w h ich migrated to W ash ing­ 
ton for th e purpose of viewing Mr. 
Wilson inducted into th e presidential 
ch air, arrived a day ah ead of time. 
Sunday nigh t at th e Union Terminal 
station th e crowds were so congested 
with in th at edifice th at on th e twenty - 
seven tracks leading to th e concourse 
at one time th irty -five incoming trains 
were altogeth er stalled and so rem ain­ 
ed for h ours. 
Th is was th e h igh tide 
of th e inbound flow of h oliday -making 
Americans. 
Monday conditions at th e intake 
point were relieved. 
Th e congestion 
h ad ended, but military and civic or­ 
ganizations, with and with out music, 
were pouring th rough th e station por­ 
tals. 
Th e family crowds, th e sigh t­ 
seers. h owever, were already h oused 
and becoming familiar with th e geog­ 
raph y of W ash ington, 
ideal March 
w eath er with th e mercury lingering 
just below th e 50 mark, ch aracterized 
th e wh ole day . 
Pennsy lvania avenue bore th e ap- 
pearence of a street fair in a 
c ountry 
town. 
Th e fakirs were out in force. 
Flags and banners, canes and wh istles, 
h erns and squeaky balloons sold righ t 
and left. 
Th e ch aracteristic influx of 
cutups wh o attend all great gath erings 
put in th eir appearance early . 
Th e 
good nature of th e crowd is being 
m aintained. 
Th e sad misconduct of 
th e policing facilities at th e suffragette 
parade h as already been forgotten. 
Th e illumination of 
Pennsy lvania 
avenue last nigh t was complete, for in 
addition to th e incandescent arch w ajs, 
every room in th e public buildings was 
brilliantly ligh ted 
By th e aid*of th ree 
great naval search ligh ts, th e dome of 
th e capitol, crowned with four h uge 
garrison flags, was made to sh ine out 
wh ite and clear against th e eastern 
sky at th e end of th e avenue. 
Th e il­ 
lumination of th e city will be even 
more pronounced tonigh t. 
Th e crowd was a sober one. 
Just 
wh y such peaceful conditions h ave 
reigned was not disclosed until late, 
A part of th is Democratic th rong, ac 
cording to W ash ington saloon men 
h as not until now learned "wh ere to 
get it.”

Th e visit of th e incoming president 
and h is wife to th eir future h ome wa^- 
made about an h our after th ey h ad ar­ 
rived in W ash ington, and h ad receiv 
ed an enth usiastic official welcome 
Th e call h ad been prearranged. 
Pres­ 
ident Taft at a few minutes after 6 
o'clock sent one of th e Wh ite House 
automobiles with Colonel Spencer S. 
Cosby , h is military aide, in it, to th e 
Sh oreh am to get th e Wilsons. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilson lost no time in enter­ 
ing th e Wh ite House wh en th e auto 
wh isked th em up to th e main entrance. 
Very few ¡» ersons recognized th e in­ 
coming president and h is wife in th eir 
drives to and from th e executive m an­ 
sion, but th ey w’ere greeted warmly 
bv th e crowd in th e lobby of th e Sh ore- 
h am. 
Th e special train bearing th e preri 
dent elect and th e mem bers of h is par­ 
ty arrived in Wash ington at 4 o’clock. 
Th ey delay ed leaving th e train until 
th e 600 Princeton university students 
wh o were acting as th eir escort h ad 
debarked and formed th emselves in 
two long lines from th e entrance to 
th e station h alf way h ack along th e 
length of th e train.

A man of the highest patriotism and 
loftiest id eals, both before au d d u ring 
the rev olu tion which he led against 
Porflrio Diaz in 1010, Francisco I. Ma- 
d ero rapid ly d ev eloped ty rannical meth­ 
od s with Id s accession to the presid en­ 
cy of Mex ico in the au tu mn of 1011. 
Not alone has Mad ero failed , it is 
charged , to keep the pled ges he mad e 
to the people when he called for their 
su pport on the platform of San Lu is 
Potosi. bu t id s ad ministration bas been 
marked by ru thless ex trav agance, bad 
politics and nepotism. 
For the latter 
the ambition of the members of his 
family , notably his brother and minis­ 
ter of finance. Gu stav o Mad ero, has 
been held largely responsible. 


Madero F a m il y S eiz e Offices. 
The Mad eros as a family opposed 
the u prising against Diaz, hold ing that 
the latter was too strou g ev er to be 
ov erthrown. 
With Francisco Mad ero’s 
su ccess, for which the United States 
was largely responsible, the entire Ma- 
d ero family —and there are more than 
150 of them —mov ed on to Mex ico City 
and appropriated ev ery thing in the 
way of d esirable and lu crativ e offices. 
The presid ent has been absolu tely d om­ 
inated by his brother’Gu stav o. 
Tlie latter is the d irect antithesis of 
the ex ecu tiv e. 
lie is a strong, force­ 
fu l personality , a man of cou rage, ini­ 
tiativ e. cu nning and u nu su al ability . 
Und er his financial management the 
cou ntry in a little more than a y ear bas 
been brou ght to the v ery brink of bank­ 
ru ptcy 
It has been charged that the 
Mad ero family lias become enriched 
as the cou ntry has become impov erish­ 
ed . althou gh his worst e n e m y has nev ­ 
er charged the presid ent himself with 
being money d ishonest. 
It is d ou btfu l, howev er, if any man 
who ev er ru led sou th of the Rio Grand e 
has been an easier tool in the hand s of 
u nscru pu lou s officials. 
Men familiar with the real situ ation 
in Mex ico pred ict a long period of 
d isord er before the cou ntry settles 
d own again. 


D eclin e of Madero R eg im e. 
The Mad ero regime has been totter­ 
ing to its fall for six months 
When 
Scu or Caloro, late minister to Wash­ 
ington, stated in the Mex ican congress 
recently that he had been ly ing to tin* i 
United 
States gov ernment 
for 
ten j 
months in telling it that Mad ero had j 
the malcontents throu ghou t the repu b- j 
lie u nd er control he stated what ev ery j 
bod y in the City of Mex ico and many j 
persons in Washington knew perfectly j 
well. 
That Mad ero was not forced from 
his place months ago was d u e to tlie ! 
belief throu ghou t 
Mex ico 
that the j 
United States was su pporting his ad ­ 
ministration. 
Mu ch as Mex icans, as a 
ru le, hate Americans, they 
hav e a 
wholesome 
respect 
for 
the 
United j 
States gov ernment 
From the first Mad ero was an easy 
target for his enemies. 
Ilis failu re to 
fu lfill the chief pled ge contained in the 
program of San Lu is Potosi mad e him 
v u lnerable. 
This was the pled ge to 
d iv id e the land among the people when 
he had conqu ered Diaz—in other word s, 
to break u p the great estates so that 
the poor man cou ld bu y a small plot 
of lau d and actu ally own it. 
This was the platform on which Ma­ 
d ero went to war and on which he 
fou ght his way to v ictory . 
From the 
first he was bitterly opposed by the 
Oentifico grou p. 
The Cientificos are 
not a party . 
The word is one applied 
largely in d erision to the great land ed 
proprietors who ru led Mex ico with an 
iron hand in the Diaz regime. 
Du ring ids time in the presidency 
Madero has never made a mov e to 
break up the great estates. 
Rebuked 
for this at different times, his reply 
has been that he could not do every­ 
thing at once and that lie must have 
time. 
The division of the land, how­ 
ever, was something the people had 
fought for, and they were not patient. 
Within six months- the country was 
ripe for a revolution against Madero, 
and the agitators were not slow to 
take advantage of the situation. 


N a t i on ’s F in a n cia l W oes. 
Madero has had a stormy time as 
president of the republic. 
When he 
was elected there was approximately 
$40.000,000 in the treasury. This fund 
was exhausted; also a loan of $20,000,- 
000 which Gustavo Madero negotiated 
abroad. 
Another J oan was being ar­ 
ranged when the present uprising oc­ 
curred. 
So to the charge of betraying 
the masses by failing to put through 
the land laws was added the charge 
of extravagance. 
It is said that more 
than 100 of Madero’s relatives have 
been holding office under his adminis­ 
tration. 
Many petty tyrannies 
have been 
charged against Madero the last year, 
lie has been accused of trying to ar­ 
range the personnel of the legislative 
bodies to suit himself instead of leav­ 
ing it to the voters. 
Methods of this 
sort smacked too much of the Diaz 
regime to satisfy the masses.

There were very few people who

Some persons asserted 
the 


vote would result in a "dry" victory 
by a majority of 250. Other estima- 
ted that it would be close "dry" vic- 
tory.

Governor Ralston has signed the bill 


introduced by Senator Cary Jackson- 
son of this city. The bill provides 
methods by which township trustee 
may raise money to erect schools in 
which to teach agriculture and do- 
mestic science on petition of a cer- 
tain number in the 
township. 
The 


jill carried an emergency clause and 
became effective the instant. 


The bill is a companion measure 


with the vocational bill, which be- 
came a law February 22. The pro- 
visions of the Jackson bill are du- 
plicated in some respects in the voca- 
tional training bill. The bill will al- 
ow the trustees to issue bonds for 
:he erection of the schoolhoiises and 
evy a tax. with the consent of the 
iidvfsory board, not to exceed 1 per 
pent, of the total taxable property in 
:he township. An emergency clause 
s attached to the bill. 


The Governor also has signed the 


Voiis house bill, legalizing the issues 


f highway bonds, issued by comity 


commissioners or ordered snlcl 'by 
•ounty councils, when the purchase 
trice has been paid and received in 
.rood faith. 


The Governor has also signed the 


Curtis bill for uniform high school 
text books. 
It provides that text 


books in high schools shall be select- 
ed for five-year periods. The state 
ward of education is to sit as a com- 
nission to select the books. 


Tile-uniform text book idea in high 


schools, so far as it applies to Indi- 
ana, was advanced by Charles A. 
jreathouse. state superintendent of 
public instruction, and was endorsed 
by various educational interests of 
the state. 
The bill gives the state 


board power 
to select single 
te'xt 


books in the following subjects: Al- 
eebra. geometry, commercial arith- 
metic, history—United States, anci- 
ent, mediaeval and modern, civil gov- 
ernment, physical geography, com- 
mercial geography, history of English 
literture, history of American litera- 
ture. English composition and rheto- 
ric. Latin, 
beginning Latin. Latin 


grammar, prose composition. Caesar, 
Cicero, Virgil, German grammar. 


The bill also gives the board power 


to select four elective text books in 
each of the following subjects: Bot- 
any, zoology, physics, chemistry, ag- 
rictural 
botany. 
Power 
is 
also 


given the board to select single or 
elective text books in any additional 
subjects, whenever any high school 
curriculum shall include such a sub- 
ject and the state board believes its 
use should become staterwide. 


The provisions of the old test book 


law of 1889, which provides similar 
powers for the state board in. regard 
to common school text books are 
made to apply 'in the new act wrere- 
ever possible. In that law is a pro- 
vision that specifies that school book 
companies shall bid on books select- 
ed on a basis of furnishing them to 
the schools of the state for a period 
of five years. In case the state board 
is satisfied to continue the use of 
books longer than five years it* may 
do so.

MARSHALL VICE PRESIDENT 


Former Governor of Indiana Will 


Preside Over Senate. 


Washington, March 4.—The ceremo- 


nies incident to the inauguration of 
the first Democratic president in six- 
teen years has proved a magnet to 
draw sightseers from every part of the 
country, and never has the national 
capital been so crowded as today. 
Of course only a portion of the vast 
throng was able to witness the actual 
scene when Woodrow Wilson took the 
oath of office, administered to him by 
Chief Justice White in the great por- 
tico of the capitol, or when Thomas 
Riley Marshall was sworn in as vice 
president in the midst of a distinguish- 
ed company assembled in the senate 
chamber, but there were enough side 
features to keep all interested and the 
restless throng was kept busy. 


The quadrennial parade this after- 


noon, following the inauguration .was 
the great feature, of course, and the 
line of march was such that all could 
-witness this, the crowning sjieetacu 
lar feature of the day. President Wil- 
son reviewed this parade from a glas 
enclosure in front of the White House. 


Contrary to all inaugural precedent. 


the crowd which migrated to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of viewing Mr. 
Wilson inducted into the presidential 
chair, arrived a day ahead of time 
Sunday night at the Union Terminal 
station the crowds were so congested 
within that edifice that on the twenty- 
seven tracks leading to the concourse 
at one time thirty-five incoming trains 
were altogether stalled and so remain 
ed for hours. This was the high tide 
of the inbound flow of holiday-making 
Americans, 
i >Ionday conditions at the intake 
point were relieved. 
The congestion 


had ended, but military and civic or- 
ganizations, with and without music, 
were pouring through the station por- 
tals. The family crowds, the sight- 
seers, however, were already housed 
and becoming familiar with the geog- 
raphy of Washington.

weather with the mercury lingering 
just below the 50 mark, characterized 
the whole day. 


Pennsylvania avenue bore the ap- 


pearence of a street fair in a country 
town. 
The fakirs were out in force. 


Flags and banners, canes and whistles, 
herns aad squeaky balloons sold right 
and left. The characteristic influx of 
cutups who attend all great gatherings 
put in their appearance early. The 
good mature of the crowd is being 
maintained. The sad misconduct of 
the policimg facilities at tie suffragette 
parade mas already bean forgotten. 


The illumination of P«ansylva»ia 


avenue last night was complete, fer in 
addiUom to the incandescent archways, 
every room In the public buildings was 
brilliantly lighted. By the aid'of three 
great naTal searchlights, the dome of 
the capitol, crowned with four huge 
garrison flags, was made to shine out 
white and clear against the eastern 
sky at the end of the avenue. The II- 
lumination of the city will be even 
more pronounced tonight. 


The crowd was a sober one. Just 


why such peaceful conditions have 
reigned was not disclosed until late.

First Visit of the Wilsons to 


the White House, 


Washington, March 4.—For the first 


time in their lives President Elect and 
Mrs. Wilson entered the White House 
last evening. It was only for a few 
minutes, though, to pay their respects 
to President and Mrs. Taft. 


The visit of the incoming president 


and his wife to their future home was 
made about an hour after they had ar- 
rived in Washington, and had receiv- 
ed an enthusiastic official welcome. 
The call had been prearranged. Pres- 
ident Taft at a few minutes after 6 
o'clock sent one of the White House 
automobiles with Colonel Spencer S. 
Cosby, his military aide, in it, to the 
Shoreham to get the Wilsons.

Very few persons recognized the in- 
coming president and his wife in their 
drives to and from the executive, man- 
sion, but they were greeted warmly 
by the crowd in the lobby of the Shore- 
iam. 


The special train bearing the presi- 


dent elect and the members of his par- 
ty arrived in Washington at 4 o'clock. 
They delayed leaving the train until 
the 600 Princeton university students 
who were acting as their escort had 
debarked and formed themselves in 
wo long lines from the entrance to 
the station half way back along the 
length of the train.

ONCE AMBASSADOR TO U. S. 


Man Who Got Big Recognition In Re- 


cent Revolt a Great Student of South 
American Governments—Mexico-City 
a Scene of Ruin—Priests, and Nuns' 
Do Splendid Work. 


Francisco Leon de la Barra, wbo was 


recently again placed at the bead of 
Mexican affairs, is best known in this 
country as Mexican ambassador to the 
United States, a post he tield from 190!) 
to 1911. bein:? called borne in March of 
the hitter year to become minister of 
foreign affairs in President Diaz's cab- 
inet. 


Shortly afterward, following Presi- 


dent Diaz's withdrawal, lie became 
provisional president of Mexico. 
As 


ambassador at Washington he made 
many friends in this country, lie was 
on intimate terms with President Tuft 
and Secretary Knox and was iu their 
confidence concerning the mobilization 
of United States, troops on the Texas 
frontier. 


He was boni in 1SG3. received his ed- 


ucation at the College of the City of 
Mexico and upon completing his studies 
there took up the law and was admit- 
ted to the bar. His specialty was in- 
ternational law. and his first important 
work after he entered the foreign af- 
fairs olBce was the negotiation of vari- 
ous treaties with foreign powers, nota- 
bly one of commerce and navigation 
with Holland and one of extradition 
with Italy. 


He was made a member of the Fed- 


eral Congress in 1S91 and remained 
there until 1800. As president of the 
International law committee of the 
Pun-American Congress, which met iu 
Mexico City iu 1901, he was the lead- 
ins advocate of the measure for the

He was Mexico's delegate to the Pan- 


American Congress in Rio de Janeiro 
in 1900 and to the peace conference at 
The Hague in 1907. 


As envoy to all the republics on the 


Atlantic coast of South America he 
was said to have achieved a wonderful 
knowledge of Latin-American affairs. 
He represented his country iu the Neth- 
erlands and iu Belgium before being 
seut as ambassador to the United 
States. 


Senor dc la Barra was known in 


Washington for liis pleasiug manners 
and the Uiieuey and correctness of his 
French and English.

Block Signal .System. 


ROAD VIOLATES AN ORDER 


Unlawfully and Wrongfully Since 


January 
First, It is 


Charged. 


Suit to recover .$12,000 from the 


Cincinnati. Hamilton & Dayton Rail- 
road Company because of its failure 
to install an automatic block sigiial 
system on its tracks between Glen- 
wood, Ind., and the Ohio state line 
was brought yesterday in the Marion 
county circuit court by the railroad 
commission of Indiana. 


It is charged that since January 1. 


l!)l:i. the company 
has 
unlawfully 


and wrongfully operated its 
trains 


between the named points in violation 
of the law. 
The company was 
to 


have installed such system by Janu- 
ary ]. it is alleged, and no extension 
of time from that date 
has 
been 


granted the company by the commis- 
sion. 


The law stipulating that railroad 


companies shall install block signal 
systems provides that if a railroad 
company fails to comply with the law 
a penalty of .$1.000 a week shall be 
forfeited by the company 
for 
the 


time the company operates its trains 
in violation of the law. 


The ('.. II. & f). wreck in Trvington. 


November 13, 1912, which cost six- 
teen lives, occurred on the track 'be- 
tween Gtenwood and Indianapolis.! 
The indicjtamte against *he official^ 
of the road/returned by the Marion! 
county grand jury,;were .based on 
the theory that the company 
had 


failed to comply with the law pro- 
viding for the installation of block- 
signals on that part of 
the road 


where the wreck occurred. 


It later developed that the railroad 


commission had approved the manna! 
block system in use on that part of 
the road until January 1. 191;;, 
Prank B. Gavin, who brought the suit 
for the commission, said the matter 
of recovering a penalty for that part 
of the road between Indianapolis and 
Glenwood would not be taken up at 
this time.

MADERO'S FAILURE 
DUE TO NEPOTISM 


He Put 150 Members of His 


Family In Power. 


IS TOOL OF UNSCRUPULOUS 


Nation Exploited to Verge of Bank- 


ruptcy by the Avaricious Officials. 
President 
Ruthlessly 
Broke 
His 


Promises of Relief to Downtrodden 
Peons—Pledged to Divide Lands. 


A man of the highest patriotism and 


loltiest ideals, both before and during 
the revolution which he led against 
Porfirio Diaz in 1010, Francisco,!. Ma- 
dero rapidly developed tyrannical meth- 
ods with his accession to the presiden- 
cy of Mexico in the autumn of 1911. 


Not alone has Madero failed, it is 


charged, to keep the pledges he made 
to the people when he called for their 
support on the platform of San Luis 
Potosi. but his administration has been 
marked by ruthless extravagance, bad 
politics and nepotism. For the latter 
the ambition of the members of his 
family, notably his brother and minis- 
ter of finance. Gustavo Madero. has 
been held largely responsible. 


Madero Family Seize Offices. 


The Maderos as a family opposed 


the uprising against Diaz, holding that 
the latter was too strong ever to be 
overthrown. With Francisco Madero's 
success, for which the United States 
was largely responsible, the entire Ma- 
dero family—and there are more than 
150 of them—moved on to Mexico City 
and appropriated everything in the 
way of desirable and lucrative offices. 
The president has been absolutely dom- 
inated by his brother'Gustavo. 


The latter is the direct antithesis of 


the executive. He is a strong-, force- 
ful personality, a man of courage, ini- 
tiative, cunning and unusual ability. 
Under his financial management the 
country in a little more than a year has 
been brought to the very brink of bank- 
ruptcy. It has been charged that the 
Madero family has become enriched 


I us the country has become irnpoverish- 
! ed. although his worst enemy lias nev- 


i °r charged the president himself with 


i heing money dishonest 
! 
It is doubtful, however, if any man 


who ever ruled south of the Rio Grande 
has been an easier tool in the hands of 
unscrupulous officials.

Decline of Madero Regime.

The Madero regime has been totter- | 


ing to its fall for six months. VThen 
Sonur Calero, late minister to Wash- 
ington, stated in the Mexican congress 
recently that he had been lying to the 
United States government for ten 
months in telling it that Madero had 
the malcontents throughout the repub- 
lic under control he stated what every- 
body in the City of Mexico and many 
persons in Washington knew perfectly 
well. 


That Madero was not forced from 


his place months ago was due to the 
belief throughout Mexico that the 
United States was supporting- his ad- j 
ministration. Much as Mexicans, as a | 
rule, hate Americnns, they have a 
wholesome respect for the United 
States government 


From the first Madero was an easy 


target for bis enemies. His failure to 
fulfill the chief pledge contained in the 
program of San Luis Potosi made him 
vulnerable. This was the pledge to 
divide the land among the people when 
he had conquered Diaz—in other words, 
to break np the great estates so that 
the poor man could buy a small plot 
of land and actually own it 


This was the platform on which Ma- 


dero went to war and on which he 
fought his way to victory. 
From the 


first he was bitterly opposed by the 
CieutiSco group. The Cientificos are 
not a party. The word is one applied 
largely in derision to the great landed 
proprietors who ruled Mexico with an 
iron hand in the Diaz regime. 


During his time in the presidency 


Madero has never made a move to 
break up the great estates. 
Rebuked 


for this at different times, his reply 
has been that he could not do every- 
thing at once and that he must have 
time. The division of the land, how- 
ever, was something the people had 
fought for, and they were not patient. 
Within six months- the country was 
ripe for a revolution against Madero, 
and the agitators were not slow to

DEFINES 
PEOPLE'S DUTY. 


First Obligation of Law I* to Keep So- 


ciety Sound by Sanitary and Pure 
Food Statutes and Measures Deter- 
mining Conditions of Labor—Task 
Not Merely One of Politics. 


Washington. March 4.—The inaugural 


address of President Woodrow Wilson 
is as follows: 


There has been a change of govern- 


ment. 
It began .two years ago. when 


the house of representatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. 
It 


has now bwn completed. The senate 
about to assemble will also be Demo- 
cratic. 
The offices of president and 


vice president have been put into the 
bauds of Democrats. 
What does the 


change mean? That is the question 
that is uppermost in our minds today. 
That is the question I am going to try 
to answer, in order. If 1 may, to inter- 
pret tbe occasion. 


It means much more than the mere 


success of « party. The success of n 
party means little except when tbe 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. No one can mis- 
take the purpose for which the nation 
now seeks to use tbe Democratic party. 
It seeks to use it to interpret » change 
in its own plans and point of view. 
Some old things with which we had 
grown familiar and which had begun 
to creep into tbe very habit of our 


But we were very needles* and m a 
hurry to be great. 


.We have come now to the sober sec- 


ond thought The scales of heedless- 
ness have fallen from our eyes. We 
have made up"our minds-to square ev- 
ery process of our national life again 
with the standards we so proudly .set 
up at the beginning and have always 
carried at our hearts. Our work is a 
work of restoration. 


Things to Be Accomplished. 


We have itemized with some degree 


of particularity the things that 'ought

all its sides, financial as well as ad- 
ministrative, holds capital in leading 
strings, restricts the liberties and lim 
its the opportunities of labor and ex- 
ploits without renewing or conservin; 
the natural resources of the country: a 
body of agricultural activities never 
yet given the efficiency of great bus! 
ness undertakings or served as t 
should be through the Instrumentality 
of science taken directly to the farm 
or afforded the facilities of credit bes 
suited to its practical needs; water 
courses undeveloped, waste places un 
reclaimed, forests untended. fast tlis 
appearing without plan or prospect o 
renewal, unregarded waste heaps a 
every mine. We have studied as per 
haps no other nation has the most ef 
fective means of production, bnt we 
have not studied cost or economy as 
we should either as organizers of in 
dustry, as statesmen or as individuals.
